desire to see the DCI. After some discussion, it was agreed that the DCI would 
visit OPG at ij.!30 pm on 10 January in order to meet the senior officials of the 
Office and to give them a 15 minute talk on future objectives. There was also 
a request that OSO be given a further opportunity to brief the DCI, but no 
final decision was reached on this matter. 


lU. Mr. Wisner indicated that Admiral Radford would be here from 
16 to 20 Jan uary 1952 and it was agreed that in view of this timing, Messrs. 

Johnston and should defer leaving on their trip, so as to be here 

to brief the Admiral. In this connection, the DCI indicated that the Admiral's 
jurisdiction should be clarified, since he personally is not certain as to wnether 
his authority stopped at the seacoast or extended to other areas.
